The Silver Dollar. 


NEW YOISK. August 8.—James P. Rim- 


ball, Director of the United States Mint, 
Bays: "Just at present we urs not coin- 
ing the silver dollar at Philadelphia, be- 
cause of the new steam plant which is 
being put in, which necessitated the 
stoppage of woik. There seems to have 
been an impression that the non-coinage 
of the dollar was for contraction, but it 
is wholly on account of renewing our 
machinery, and just as soon as we can 
get to work again we will .make up for 
lost time. But while Philadelphia is 
not at work on the dollars Son Frnn- 
Cisco is coining 400,000 of them to help 
make np tho deficiency. The making of 
the silver dollar keeps us crowded all 
the time at Philadelphia, but the reason 
•we don't have more of the coining done 
at other branch mints is simply because 
of the expense of shipping to Washing- 
ton pr other depository after they are 
made.

Official Statement or Ore Worked

LATINO THE COHNEB STONE.—To-day 


the corner stone of Tom Hymers' new 
stable will be laid. Tom will officiate in 
person during this interesting procedure, 
and After the marble slab which is to be 
used, is put in its resting place, Tom 
will make a few appropriate remarks re- 
garding the past nnd future of the Riv- 
sido towu. He says that every such 
stone that is placed under a building 
here ia not only an important portion of 
the structure under which it rests, but 
is also the corner stone of the future 
prosperity of the metropolis of Washoe. 
The building is to be well arranged and 
kept in the finest order. It will be 96 
feet deep by 50 in width, and the front 
portion used entirely for carriages, the 
stock being kept in the back portion. 
When it is completed it will be the fin- 
est stable in Western Nevada. 


The Enterprise says the official state- 


ment of the ore and bullion produced 
by the Consolidated California and Vir- 
ginia mine during the fiscal month of 
July has just been received, and is as 
follows: 


There were crushed at the Morgan 


mill 4,360 tons of ore, yielding bullion 
of the assay value of $132,522 90. of 
which $59, 790 02 was gold and $72,- 
732 88 was silver. Th« yield in bullion 
per ton was $30 39, and the average 
assay value per ton battery samples 
was $36 29. There were crushed at 
the Eureka mill 5,000 tous of ore yield- 
ing bullion or the assay value of $127,- 
135 32, of which $53,877 72 was gold 
and $73,267 60 was silver. The average 
yield of bullion per ton was $25 42, 
and the average assay value of the ore 
per ton for battery samples was $59 23. 


There were worked at the California 


mill 1,510 tons of ore, yielding bullion 
valued at $31,475 49, of which $8,981- 
57 was gold and $22, 493 92 was silver. 
The yield in bullion per ton was $20 84, 
and the assay value of tbe ore per ton 
/or battery samples-was $22 88. The 
total bullion product for July was $291,- 
133 71.

THE STATE UNIVEBSITY.—If our peo- 


ple are going to ignore the State Uni- 
versity entirely and send their children* 
to California, it might be turned into a 
candle factory or a wool scouring estab- 
lishment. If tnere was no such institu- 
tion in tub State the cry would be, 
"there is no University in Nevada and 
we are forced to send our children to 
another State to educate them." We 
have the school here, but the other 
State gets the children. The fact of the 
matter ia that it is not positively settled 
what the University will be used for. 
Some are in favor of a Normal school 
and others want it devoted to the pur- 
poses for which it was built. It was 
erected for the benefit of Nevada boys 
and girls and should be used for thia 
purpose. If teachers desire more edu- 
cation, it is much easier for them to go 
to California and get it than it is for 
parents of limited means to send their 
children there to get learning. The in- 
stitution is worthy of the patronage of 
onr people, and ought to receive it. 
If 


Nevadan's will not contribute to the 
welfare of their own institutions they 
need not expect any one else to do it for 
them. The penitentiary is about the 
only State institution that does receive 
recognition at the hands of the public, 
and it don't pay.
